DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 4, 7-1 5 and 1 7-24 are pending in the present application. 

2. Independent claims 1 , 20 and 21 have been amended. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, and 16 
have status cancelled. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on January 06, 2009. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4, 7-15 and 17-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach determining positional relationships among 
objects in a database as cited in independent claims 1 , 20 and 21 . Specifically the prior 
art of record does not teach the following combined features, defining a plurality of tiles 
in a spatial index in a database, a primary filter process for comparing tiles and a 
secondary filter for comparing objects to determine positional relationships of objects in 
a database as cited in the claims. The primary filter is a process operable to compare 
tiles of a first object with tiles of a second object to determine intersections and 
boundaries; while the secondary filter is a process that compares objects to determine a

positional relationship. The prior art does not teach this process as cited in independent 
claim 1, 20 and 21.
